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CONSOLIDATION OF COMMUNITIES.
The project to unite Minneapolis and St
Paul under o single municipality arouses
sareastie comments from Eastern
journals. Nevertheless it is clearly the
course which an ambitious and pro-
gressive community lke that making
up the population of the two citles would
pursue, The cities are closely adjacent,
identieal in interests, and their common
progress will bg best subserved by uniting
under o single government. ' With consoli-
dution the energy now spentin jealousies
i !-z.l quarrels will' be directed toward
ir mutual progress.

DWINDLING POPULATION,

The babit of regarding our country as
constantly growing, and the great expan-
sion which has actually taken place asa
whole, makes it less easy to realize that
there are large sections of territory in
which there has been a steady diminution
of populstion during the last ten and in
some cases twenty years. The largest of
these comprises an ares of 0§8,000 square
miles, or more than one-third larger than
the area of Pennsylvania, and lies as far
west as the junction of Ilineis, Towa and
Wisconsin, in which every county outside
fhe cities has lost.  Another section nearly
us lurge lies along the Ohio river, com-
wencing near the Ohio and Indiana State
line, andd stretobing across Western Ken-
tuedy and Tennessee. The northern half

{ New England from Maine across New
Hampshire and Vermont to Northern New
York reveals the same story, while the
tidewater half of Virginia aud the section
t-f New York, Pennsylvania and New

ferse I\mz at the headwaters of the Del-
aware are smaller areas, where there has
been the same diminution of population

The probability is that a wvariety of
causes contributes to these phenomena.
Unfertility or exhaustion of agrienltural
land is u prominent cause in two instances;
althiongh it would seem that the proximity
of water transportstion ought to make it
more economical to enrich the lands than
to earry the products of Western farms
half way across the continent. Thata
protective tariff is not the cause is shown
by the faet that the loss fregquently ap-
pears in sections close to the manufaetur-
ing industries, while growth has been the
rule in sections remote from the interests
stimulated by protection. The railroad
policy, either by discriminating against the
«ections where population is dwindling or
in =mothering water transportation, ap-
pears to a greater or less degree in nearly
ull such cases.

I‘ is certainly o feature which deserves
grave consideration that large sections of
country are steadily losing the population
which is at the foundation of &Il our in-
dustries. It indicates an error of policy
somewhere, If the matter is thoroughly
investigated the errors of our transporta-
tiou system will be found, more than any
olher one eanse, to contribute toward this
undesimble result.

A HEFMARKAEBLE VIEW,

A singular indication of the ‘measure of
intelligenes hrought to the discussion of
ceonomic subjects Is presented by two
Pennsylvania papers. The Scranton Re-
grudfican refurs to “the consolidation plans
and monopolistic tendencies of the Pro-
ducers’ Protective Association,” and the
Harrisburg Telegraph speaks in like vein,
with & sarcastic assertion that, ‘“what is
perfectly reprehensible in the Standurd is
perfectly proper in J. W. Lee, Lew
Emery and others. But you eannot make
people outside of the wil regions be-
lieve i

Probably not, if they areas obviously
determined to prejudge the case in favor
of immense wealth as these two journals,
But people who take any pains to judge
them as it is may be able to see what these
lenders of public opinion ignore—that the
cheraeter of commereial organization is
determined by its purpose and effect. The
policy and success of the Standard has
been in eroshing out competition, and its
immense wealth represents the trinmph of
its edict tiht no one but iself shall dare
to engnge in the refining and _distribution
of petroleum. The producers’ organiza-
tion is simply for the purpese of establish-
ing competition in an industry which
under our laws ought to be equally open to
every mun. No possibility exists of its
driving the Standard out of the field and
estublishing a monopoly in its stead. One
organization stands up for competition;

tablish competition in a legitimate indus- 4
iry and combination to suppressit.

NATIONAL BANE SAFEGUARDS.

There is a great deal of food for public
instruction in the faets with regard to
national bank failores of recent years.
They are that every national bank that
has been wrecked or plundered of late has
ibeen wrecked or plundered by ‘its exeou-
‘tive manager; that in most cases the diree-
:hn;:m figure heads; that there is no in-

where the robbery would have
taken place if the directors had performed
their duties actively, and, finally, that all
these wrecks would have been impossible |
if the national banking law had been
serupulously enforeed.

These facts, which are-the history of the
bank {ailures of the past decade, place the
respousibility elearly where.it belongs. In
the first place it is the duty of directors to
direct. Apart from their legal responsi-
bilities they cannot afford to incur the risk
of heing made figureheads for wholesale
plunder. Next, itis the duty of the Gov-
ernment to make its supervision active and
thorough. If elther incapacity or favorit-
ism creeps into the enforcement of the law
the strength and stability of the financial
institutions of the country-are weakened
by the vices of gur polities.

The same facts show the necessity of
keeping the legal requirements with re-
gard to the national banks up to the high-
est standard. ‘'We need not discuss the re-
markable reasoning by which the United
States Supreme Court in the Buffalo case
held that directors are not responsible for
the loss of assets through their negligence.
That decision fixes the law for the pres-
ent, but an intelligent perception of the
importance of the subject should inspire
an amendment at the next session placing
the duties and responsibilities of directors
beyond gunestion.

With the national banking system kept
up to its true standard, it is one of the
best saf of the solvency and sta-
bility of the business interests, That is in
itself sufficient evidence that the adminis.
tration of the law and the management of’
the banks should pot be permitted to fall
off into weakness and recklessness.

A RATHER RIGID POLICY,

The Governor's veto lightning has struck
a Pittsburg institution in a way that causes
people interested in other measures to re.
gard the outlook as rather unpromising.
The Governor's logic in the veto of the
West Penn Hospital appropriation is unim-
peachable if looked at solely apart from
sentiment. An institution supported in
part by State funds may by the rules of
executive policy be expected to keep its
expenditures within its mneome, or at least
to refrain from ealling upon the State to
make up the deficiency.

But on the other side there is no doubt
that the case is one where the strict and
passionless rules might be stretched a lit-
tle. There is no question that the institu-
tionis a deserving one. Its use of the
State funds brings relief to the suffering,
and its present deficiency is caused by
work in that direction. No breath of sus-
picion exists that the money thns gppro-
priated will be unworthily used. With
such a situation in the case of a public in-
stitution before him, the Governor could
not have been blamed if he had enlarged
his striet principles of action sufficiently
to permit the hospital to be relieved from
its present birden.

At the same time the Governor cannot
be blamed for a rigid adherence to the rule
he states in his veto of this appropriation.
But if he is so unyielding In the case of a
hospital, it makes the outlook very un-
promising for some measures still under
his serntiny, and which must rely mainly
on the circumstances of hardship which
they are intended to relieve.

A FIAT PROFIT.

In disenssing the silver question, or one
of its numerous phases, the New York
Commereial Adverliser gives utterance to
an idea which finds general acceptance
even In financial circles. It refers to the
profit or seignorage which the Government
makes by coining a given value of silver
bullion into a nominally greater amount of

-dollars, and thence proceeds to say:

During the last administration the nverage
selgnoruge profit npon the coinage of silver
wis $5,000,000 4 year. Becretary Foster does
not wish to see this sonrce of revenue cut
‘off. It may be he, proposes to increass it
The law of 180 compels the purchase of
54,000,000 onnees of silver & year. At the
present market price this would cost §53,000,-
0. If coined it wonld make 70,000 000 silver
dollars. Certificates for this amount would
be ndded to the ocurrency, and seignoruge
profits of $17,000,000 n year would be paid
into the Treasury, involving no taxation of
the people.

This idea that a profit acerues to the
Treasury by taking §53,000,000 worth of
silverand stamping it $§70,000,000 is very
often met with in quarters which bave no
sympathy with the fiat money idea. Yet
its only foundation is on the fiat money
theory. It is true that -the Government
makes its silver dollars circulate at par
with gold dollars. So it does its paper
dollars, and for the same reason that it
makes them exchangeable into gold. No
one ever thinks of saying that the Govnm
ment makes a profit or
$99,085000 by printing 100,000,000 of
greenbacks st a cost of say §25000, and

them circulate at par with gold.
et the claim would be just as valid in
one case as in the other.

The fact is that the profit so often re-
ferred to is only a temporary and apparent
‘one. The Government makes it for the
time being by promising to pay it back to
the holders of the coin. If the time should
come when the Treasury cannot maintain
that promise, or, in other words, resoris to
silver payments, the seignorage would dis-
appear on thesilver eoin held in the Treas-
ury, and the holders of the silver dollars
outside the Treasury would lose
what the Treasury had previously gained
by the difference between the bullion
value of s silver dollar and its acquired

parity with gold.

stitution. In order to thoroughly inform
himselfas tothe need for it, he addressed
communications to the authorities of the
various State lunatic asylums, and from
them the uniform reply came that the insti-
tutions over which they had control were
crowded with inmates. In view of this in-
Tormation, sand the fuct thay the bill appro-
pristing §180,000 for the payment of counties
and eities for the care of indigent insane in
thelr nlmshouses did not commend ftself to
him, he eoncluded to approve the chronie
insane aet,and life was breathed into i
to-day.

The Indigent Insane Bill Vetoed.

The indigent insane LIl was subjected to
& veto for the following reasons:
- “The policy which it contemplates is
directly in conflict with that which has been
established by the Commonwealth in the de-
velopment of the subject of the treatment of
its insane. Gradually, during the past few
years, the insane indigent inmntes of county
almshouses have been removed therefrom
into State hospitals, for reasons that have
recommended themsbives to the approval
of the most in tand experienced stu-
tlents of the pro r treatment of this unfor-
tunate cinss, Huomane atd disinterested in-
vestigntion of the condition of the insane in
mnntgﬁnlmshnuses. Log abundantly proved
that the system of treatment in State instl
tntions is vastly preferable to that of local
care, Asa result, thers are now but 18 coun-
ties in the State where the ohronfe insane
ire maintained in the local snlmshouses, nud
it is undeninble that the average standard uf
eire in this {5 far below that which is mani-
fested in the treatment of the Inmates of
State institutions,
